dent a Gentlemũã named Robert Throgmorton, bozn of 
an honourable, anctent and woxthy family. whole parents 
from theix owne inated bertues , bolding the reputation. 
dignetie, t wozth of their deſcent, cannot from the malige 
niti ofany ſpirit whatſoever, receine the leaſt diſ-reput#« 
tion Yeitherenup 02 detraction impoſeth vpon innotentie. 
Cdeit natiue countrie deeing inthe heart bowels of our 
tand,etbeirneigbbours, being bothmany, and man of 
thoſe honourable eſftimatib,boinglining witneſſes both of 
their zealouſnes in Aeligton and vertuonſues in their civil 
conuerſations. This Robert Throgmorton hein ga Gents 
out of his owne naturall inclination, ful of quick ſpirit; fire 
Faffab(litie,euer as it were delighting in action, motton, 
inthe nimble agitations of a wittie t p:egrat ſpirit» grews 
into intimat acquaintaãce with a Gentiemã of line temper 
t quality. wuſe name was William E orter, diſcendediike- 
wiſe from clareblood:e wel reputed anceſtoz : Etheſe two 
from the comireoftheir ſocyeties, dzew vnto them a third 
companton, whoſe name was Biſhop, of noleſſe dignitie in 
birtb, admttation of wit e beight of courage then the other 
two:ſurely fozthe name, if neither the ſound » etimslogy, 
o2.rttribute bane erroz,(t is a name ot bye dignitie enobili« 
tic ot fei une, not onely in our kingdom, but euen among} 
the beſt houſes in Frante, ſrem whencethe Engliſt line is 

deriue d. 
 Theſethzee gentlemenbaning liued together (not accoz⸗ 
ding tothe rule of vertu )oʒ theſe natural parts which ſhold 
be deriud fr ſo god blads,but attoad ing to theix apetites, 
diſtemprrat paſſtans, and the frant ick errs28 of headirong 
E unbꝛldeled peuth, the iupte 4 beat of whoſe veines with a 
burniag a;dozinflammest+ ſets the ſoule on ũxe to purſue all 
A 3 thinges- 
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things, which from! a ſeeming delitinuſaella, is mere oppoſit 
and coutrarie to all reaſon and goodnefle , began now, to 
rebell and diſdaine all indifferent and laudihle courſes,

grounded the belcefe of their euiis, and here hegan tathinke 
that chirſt could not be quencht without dzunkennes, the 
body not be kept warme without Satten and Usluet, the 
heat of the blood not cold without change of Curts3ans;noz 
the ſtomacke fild withoit ttbelch backe the ſuperfluitie of 
their ſuxfeits; Now began thaaduiſt ot miſdonie and friend 
to apptare tie cuſtomatis rules, fulier of taſhidu then 
call enicacie: and nom the temperate exhibifionof 
moderate patents,(which thould haue beene their whole

Gewed them to bis companions Throgmorton t Porter, 
and invited them to pꝛepare themialues fo their bulineſſe, 
ith queftiouletle theſe men were neither vnp2epared of 
yood-ffoze of Coine, yo; without much fears when 
the gallentrie oftheirencouvter ſhould ſtrike them into a

thꝛough the negligence of an ill guard, and partlye

focomfoztthem,anſwering that in earthly men was 
no comfoꝛc fo2 them, but they muſt like hatefull 
ſinners ſeeke comfozf, by interceſſion from Meauen:

them: ſo the court bzeaking vp they were by v Shaef

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teueped tothe white Lyon, as on ſatterdap the 13. ot 
Febꝛ. with foure other who were condemned foꝛ ſe 
uerall fellonies and one woman fo2 the murther of her 
Husband: where how they ſpent the time till their 
houre ot execution, was thus: 
Being returned backs to their houſe of impꝛiſon⸗ 
ment, æ committed to their place of lodging, commonly 
called (as euerie roome in a pꝛiſon hath his perticuler 
name) the Knightes ward, they there beit owed them ⸗ 
felues on what bed ſoeuer was appointed fo2 them, 
and indeedrather chuſtug the ground(a reſembling of 
their graues ,. thenptllow in a pꝛifon to comfoꝛt 
their heades ) they had now foꝛgot to weepe , being 
frengthned.with amoze nobler conffancy,the comfoꝛt 
which they expeaed after the ſharpeneffe of their 
deathes : hut not fozgot topzay,but all the firft night 
euerꝝ man particalarty ſpent his wo2ds fo2 his owne 
ſoules ſafetp,Eone fo2 another. Themozning being 
tome, they aſſembled themſelues together and deman⸗ 
den tach of tho others how they found their roſolu⸗ 
tions abicd to encounter with that reũſtlat ? enemie 
death, with whome they were to enter tombate⸗ 
whenallanfwered they were all full armed with 
faith whole cote ia of ſuch p:oofe, it yeeldes not noꝛ 
is toucht with the power ol feare: and thus thanking 
both God and their owne endeuonrs , iCinſpightof 
death, hell, nne, 02 the baſeneſſe of a raue, 
they were thus pꝛepared : when Biſhop 
at laſt bzake out thus.
